Washington, Feb. 26—Among offi­ 
cials of the war and nay departments 
here there is no longer any doubt that 
Spain can be held legally responsible 
under the law of na*ions for the de­ 
struction of the battle-ship Maine, 
unless it can ba shown that the ship 
was destroyed by accident or by the 
act of an ii responsible person. 
It is not necessary that the officials 
in Havana should have connived at 
the outi age at the time. 
It is suffic­ 
ient if it was committed by Spanish 
subjects. Spain had the right to plant 
torpedoes andj other explosives in 
Havana harbor. 
It was the duty, 
however, of the 
Spanish officials, 
while the port remained open, to pro­ 
tect a neutral vessel by not permitting 
it to goo in the vicinity of these ap­ 
pliances. 
It is not clearly established, so far 
as is now known, that these officials 
caused the Maine to come to anchor 
over a mine, hut it is certainly true 
that they did not make the slightest 
effort to guard the ship from danger. 
That dar ger existed is shown by the 
fact th at Captain Sigshee kept his 
gems loaded and bis crew ready to 
beat to arms at a moment’s notice. 
It 
is nonsense, therefore, to discuss the 
question of Spain’s responsibility in 
this connection.
